_its appearance early in 1953 with an initial printing of 100,000 copies.

MAGAZINE EXPLAINS 

“Within the Labor trend of 
schools under Histadrut super- 
vision,” the Labor Zionist journal 
asserted, “there is a religious sec- 
tion which has more pupils than 
Mizrachi and Aguda combined.” 
Foto-News added that “More re- 
ligous workers belong to Hista- 
drut than to the non-Histadrut 
labor groups.” The three non-His- 
tadrut unions are the Hapoel 
;Hamizrachi and Poale Agudath 
|Israel, both possessing strict re- 
ligious orientations, and the Na- 
tional Labor Federation, right- 
wing Herut union. 


Histadrut Foto-News further 
noted that “within Histadrut 
there is a w¢ll-organized religious 
group, Haoved Hadati (The Re- 
ligious Worker), which promotes 
the establishment of synagogues 
for workers and supplies feligi- 
;ous textbooks and other essen- 
‘tials. The National Committee

During the past ten years, 
Agudat Israel, a religious faction 
outside the World Zionist Organ- 
ization, organized its own trend 
and at the present time about 10,- 
000 children are being educated 
in the Aguda schools.” 

CITES BACKGROUND 

Dr. Churgin said that when 
the first Government was organ- 
ized “and a coalition of the Mapai 
and the Religious Bloc was or- 
ganized, the Government recog: 
nized only those four trends. The

FOLLOWED REVIEW 

The statement was one of a 
series that followed a review by 
Rabbi Abraham Burstcin, editor 
of The Mizrachi Outlook, official 
organ of the Mizrachi (religious- 
Zionist) Organization of Ameri- 
ca, of Rabbi Berger’s latest book, 
“A Partisan History of Juda- 
ism,” in the June 9 “New Lead- 
er.” 

The argument, which ran for 
several weeks in the periodical, 
also involved Judd Teller, public 
relations director of the Jewish 
Agency, and Henry S. Moyer, 
Council national vice-president. 
Details were reported in the cur- 
rent issue of the “Council News,” 
official organ of the anti-Zionist 
group. 

Rabbi Burstein asserted in his 
review that Rabbi Berger had 
“presented the attitude of the as- 
similatory irreligious sectors of 
Jewry associated in the small but 
vociferous American Council for 
Judaism.” 

SEES NO CASE 

Asserting that there was no 
Jewish case against Zionism, Rab- 
bi Burstein d<clared that “the 
vast majority of American Jews, 
including those who have served 
in the armed forces and the over- 
whelming number of rabbis of 
every persuasion, indignantly re- 
pudiated the presumption that 
Jewish interest in the new state 
of Israel denotes a duel alleg- 
ianoe, a divided loyalty. 


“As has been pointed out in- 
numerable times, the Council has 
never dared to proclaim that an 
Irishman’s interest in Ireland is 
a reflection on his American pat- 
riotism, or that the first Ameri- 
can jet ace, when he visited his 
family in Lebanon, thereby 
proved himself a disloyal Ameri- 
can soldier.” 


Rabbi Burstein also denounced 
Council qutations from the Bible, 
“which never ceases to harp on 
thé return to Zion,” as a “bit of 
literary impudence.” 

Rabbi Berger made his reply 
in the August 4 issue, terming 
the review “dogmatic and in part, 
rather intemperate.” 

“The American Council for 
Judaism is neither ‘assimilatory’ 
nor ‘irreligious’,” he asserted. 
“It would be, on the face of it, 
preposterous for a group of peo- 
ple to organize as a Council for 
Judaism in order to lose their 
identity as Jews.” 

‘ENERGETIC CAMPAIGN’ 
Rabbi Berger also replied to 
the charge of irreligiousness by

stated on both sides with intel- 
lectual decency and respect for 
personal integrity.” 


PATRIOTISM NOT QUESTION 

Rabbi Berger insisted that “the 
question is not patriotism or 
lack of it, and the American 
Council for Judaism has never 
argued on that level.” 

In a reply Rabbi Burstein de- 
clared he would be “glad at any 
time to spend some hours with 
Rabbi Berger proving that the 
Council, is in fact assimilatory 
and irreligious—words which rile 
the uneasy consciences of some 
Jews.” 

“I again make the charge that 
the issue of dual] allegiance and 
patriotism has been rep<atedly 
posed by the Council, directly or 
indirectly, he added. “Rabbi Ber- 
ger does not discuss the matter 
of an Irishman’s loving Ireland 
and like attitudes, which his 
group does not protest.” 

SUGGESTS SYMPOSIUM 

The exchange moved the 
Council to suggest to the weekly 
that a symposium be arranged 
by the magazine on the debate 
and offered to help with the ar- 
rangements and “defray inci- 
dental expenses.” The editor of 
the “New Leader” declined.

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VAST WATER SOURCE 
FOUND IN NEGEV 


BEERSHEBA, Israel—What is considered one of the most sen- 
sational discoveries of natural resources during the last decade of 
research in Israel was disclosed last week, when the Hebrew Uni- 
yersity announced it had dug a well with a capacity of 88,000 gallons 
of water per hour in the vicinity of the watershed near here. 

The well, dug on a site chosen by Professor L. Picard of the 
Hebrew U. Department of Geology, goes down about 1,300 feet, and 
the water has a chlorine content of only 25 parts per hundred 
thousand, The Jerusalem Post reported. 

SEES TREMENDOUS DEVELOPMENT POSSIBILITIES 

The presence of such a supply of underground water, Profes- 
sor Picard said, opens up tremendous possibilities for the area’s 
jndustrial and agricultural development. With three or four sim- 
ilar wells, Beersheba could support an industrial population of 100,- 
000, he believes. 

Located in the southerly part of the country, and called “the 
capital of the Negev,” the agricultural development of the region 
has been hampered by the need to bring most of the water by 
pipeline over great distances. 

“The discovery of underground water in the northern Negev,” 
The Jerusalem Post noted, “completely refutes an opinion expressed 
by Mandatory authorities as recently as 1946 to the effect that 
furher searches for large quantities of water in the area would be 
fruitless.” 

With this discovery of water, reported The Post, Professor 
Picard feels that large quantities of groundwater may also be 
found even in the Jerusalem and Safad districts, where the prob- 
jem of the water supply has also been acute. 

‘NEED NOT BE A WILDERNESS’ 

Meanwhile, Dr. Nelson Glueck, president of Hebrew Union Col- 
lege—Jewish Institute of Religion, and a leading Palestine archeolo- 
gist, reporting on the discovery of many terraced wadis and cisterns 
in the Negev, to catch the run-off of rain water, asserted that the 
Negev, which has been widely regarded as a waste area virtually 
impossible of reclamation, “was not and need not be a wilderness. 

The new discoveries, made during Dr. Glueck’s recent visit to 
Israel, also included dozens of earthen dams, and were made, ac- 
eording to the archaeologist who 20 years ago discovered King 
Solomon’s copper mines at Etzion Geber, by the Nabateans, in the 
first century C. E. 

Dr. Glueck said he plans to return to Israel soon to continue 
his archaeological work.

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Jewish Publication Society Heads 
Reject ‘Doom’ Of Jewish Book Market 


PHILADELPHIA (NJP)—Recent gloomy observations about the state of the “Jewish book mar- 
ket,” and the lack of incentive for Jewish writers and publishers, have been categorically rejected by 
Lesser Zussman, executive secretary of the Jewish Publication Society of America. 

Zussman paints an optimistic picture of the field, and in doing so deplores statements that “help

CITES SUCCESSES 

Returning to his original the- 
sis, Zussman pointed out that in 
the field of the novel, using 1952 
Max Brod’s “Un- 
ambo,” translated from the Ged- 
man by Ludwig Lewisohn and 
published together with Farrar, 
Straus & Young, has enjoyed a 


; , well-merited success, A novel of 


the war in Israel, the JPS edi- 
tion of 3,000 is practically sold 
out, and a reprint is scheduled 
soon. Farrar, Straus & Young is 
in a similar position. 

A second 1952 book, “The Last 
Revolt,” the story of Rabbi Aki- 
va, written originally in Yiddish 
by Josenh Onatoshu, hos already 
sold approximately 3,000 copies 
and is expected to sell more than 
4,000 before the end of the year. 


In the non-fiction fleld. JPS 
has had _ similar experiences. 
“American Jewry and the Civil 
War,” an original study by Rab- 
bi Bertram W. Korn, was pub- 
lished a little over a year ago 
and has already sold more than 
3,000 conies. Baron’s “History.” 
published last December, sold 
out so rapidly that the edition of 
2,500 sets of two volumes had to 
be reprinted long before the pro- 
jected date. 

BOOK CLUB IDEA 

The JPS' method of bringing 
its books into Jewish homes is 
an interesting one—probably the 
forerunner of the present-day 
book clubs. As a matter of rec. 
ord, Harry Scherman, founder 
and head of the Book of the 
Month Club, likely was indoctri- 
nated on the JPS plan inasmuch 
as his mother was _ associated 
with the Society for more than 
30 years. 

The Society, first in America 
to use the book club pattern, en- 
rolls members. A $5 annual 
membership entitles the member 
to two books a year, an $11.25 
dues payment calls for five 
books annually, while an_ insti- 
tutional membership. gives 10

Many memberships are taken 
out as gifts for bar mitzvahs, 
confirmations, birthdays, wed- 
dings, Hanukah gifts and on oth- 
er occasions. In addition, some 
memberships are taken with the 
proviso that the books be sent to 
institutions in the U.S. 

IMPORTANT FUNCTION 

The Society feels that this is 
an important function, inasmuch 
as institutions that have bene- 
fited from such gifts are located 
all over the world—in the Unit- 
ed States, South America, Israel 
and Europe—and constitute val- 
uable accessions to libraries 
there., The Society is of the opin- 
jon that such distribtuion of its 
books to institutions which can- 
not purchase them because of 
currency or other restrictions is 
a very important public service. 

At present, the Society receives 
dues from about 9,000 active 
members. Many priests and 
ministers are included on the 
rolls. as are libraries through- 
out the world and in many cities 
all over the United States. Many | 
universities are members, and/|} 
the Vatican Library has easie 
carried as a JPS member for 
years. 

In addition to the distribution 
of books to members and to the 
gifts abroad (the bulk of which 
goes to Israel), the Society con-| 
ducts a regular trade with book 
stores, having some 800 open 
accounts in the United States, | 
and with dealers in England, 
South Africa, Sweden, Israel, 
and other lands. 


OVERSEAS MARKET 

Before the Second World War, 
the overseas trade was quite in- 
tensive and the Society had 
many foreign members. This, 
however, has fallen off, but it is 
hoped that now, through Mutual 
Security pact currency guaran- 
tees, the foreign market will re- 
open. 

In selecting books for publica- 
tion, the Society’s primary aim 
of knowledge and culture in the 
Jewish home is rigidly adhered 
to. If the volumes enjoy popular 
appeal, this is merely a delight- 
ful extra dividend. 

JPS books are selected with an 
eye toward provoking thought 
and increasing knowledge of Ju- 
daism and Jewish heritage. They 
are not written for the movies | 
or small edition reprints. The 
Society will not publish a book 
that plays on sex as a theme, 
nor will it have anything to do 
with a manuscript that presents 
intermarriage in a_ favorable 
light or in other than a thought- 
ful manner.

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REPORT FROM HOLLYWOOD 


GO MAKE PICTURES 
FOR THE ZIONISTS 


By SHIMON WINCELBERG 
T least one documentary film producer in Hollywood is cur. 
A rently without enthusiasm for the artistic and educationa} 
possibilities of a film on halutziut. He is Art —Z tai 
Gould, one of the most all-round accomplished 
people you’re liable to run into in a month of 
ferrying between Culver City and Burbank. 
To give you a brief idea, he was one of the 
original “Dead End” kids on Broadway; he 
is a highly competent painter, both sur- and 
realistic; he has been a freelance photog- 
rapher for such magazines as Life, Look, For- 
tune, Redbook, -etc.; has published short 
stories and poetry in little magazines; last 
worked as assistant to producer Joe Kaufman 
on “Sudden Fear,” and is now producing 


documentary films for the government. 





WINCELBERG 


IN 1949, HE and Shlomo Enreich, then westcoast shaliah for 
Hechalutz, had an idea for a film to publicize the Hechalutz training 
program. Gould made all the arrangements for getting the film 
made at the bare technical cost, with nearly everyone*agreeing to 


ing to do the work at reduced rates. Gould went to live at the 
Colton, Calif., hakhsharah farm for two weeks, to get background 
material for the script. 

The westcoast leadership of Hechalutz, meanwhile, had done 
nothing toward raising the $2000-$2500 needed to make the film, a 
half-hour 16mm color soundfilm, with an original musical score 
(Maurice Goldman), which, if done commercially, would have cost 
about $20,000. 


FINALLY, DAVID SHACHAM, a new Hechalutz shaliah in 
N. Y., who was himself interested in films, got the project back on 
the agenda somehow, and set about to raise the necessary money, 
finally obtaining a promise of $500 from Hechalutz, and a vague 
promise from the Jewish National Fund for another $1500, 
Hechalutz also offered full co-operation in the production. 


Well sir, the idea had been to make the picture at Colton, some 
60 miles from H’wood, but Colton meanwhile had closed down 
(possibly due to lack of publicity) and Art and his-wife Sylvia (a 
one-time wheel in the Washington D. C. Habonim) wound up mak- 
ing a 6000 mile roundtrip to the Cream Ridge, N. J., training farm 
instead. 


There they were, in Art’s phrase, “met by an encampment of 
open hostility.” (“Impatience,” Sylvia charitably modified.) Not 
the slightest preparation had been made by Hechalutz. The trainees 
were, perhaps reasonably, suspicious of being turned into a subject 
for a Hollywood rah-rah affair. There were thirty script-critics, 
and what little co-operation Gould had was given most grudgingly. 
In fact, the boy selected to play the lead (Harold Abramovitsch 
from Toronto, whom Art describes as a “more virile Dan Dailey 
type”) was treated as something of a renegade by the others, and 
eventually left the farm. 


THE STORY WAS THAT OF A BOY who joins a hakhsharah, 
but, once the novelty has worn off, neglects his duties, causes a loss 
to the farm, is ostracized, leaves; then, on New York’s Eastside, 
sees his situation as a Jew in a new perspective, and returns to the 
farm. 


Art geared the script according to his theory that he wanted 
the film to attract trainees and money, in that order, and is frank 
to admit that the trainees at Cream Ridge rather resented the 
story. 

Anyhow, the thing was completed in three gruelling weeks, 
and Gould returned to Hollywood, made a workprint, made a rough 
cut, but didn’t have enough money to finish the film. “Hechalutz 
had given him some $600, and he had so far added $400 of his own. 
Almost $1500 were still needed for scoring, final editing, dialogue 
and music track to be transferred from tape to the optical sound- 
track, special effects and a final answer print. Stalemate. 


THIRD ACT. ART RECEIVES an urgent letter from Chanan 
Prinz, a new Hechalutz shaliah in N. Y., requesting the workprint, 
and assuring Art of its immediate return. This was over a year 
ago. Art never saw that print again. Repeated requests pleading 
for its return were ignored. 

Finally, a new shaliah took over, and assured Art he would try 
to find the print, but meanwhile the office had moved and Prinz 
had returned to Israel. And there the matter rests. 


ANYONE INTERESTED in a film about halutziut? 
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A MAN IN ISRAEL 
LOOKS AT HADASSAH

JERUSALEM (NJP)—Forgive me, “girls,” but like a good 


many other men I could never take women’s organizations very 
seriously. Hadassah was no exception. All women’s groups seemed 
to me as having only one major purpose and that was posing for 
the caricaturist of The New Yorker. At best the ladies met together 
to donate their husbands’ money providing a musical countertheme 
of crinkly bills and tinkly coins to the dominant motif of gossip. 
Well, that’s what I used to think. 

After only a few months of my year’s study in Israel, I joyfully 
recant. Invite me to donors, ask me to bundle up parcels for Israel, 
get me to sell chances for doorprizes. I'll do it gladly, delighted and 
proud of the association, for I have seen Hadassah at work. 


HADASSAH SETS THE STANDARD for all overseas agencies 
jn Israel. It is Israel’s mother, personified in the reverence here for 
Miss Szold and manifest in a thousand ways, giving succor and aid 
to all—Jew, Arab, Druze, Christian—yes, all. And its operation is 
a model of efficiency. 

I've visited many of the Hadassah installations from hospitals 
and infant care stations, social service centers and dental clinics, 
the Medical School and Nurses Training School to the Hotel School 
and the Fashion School. I’ve also been to many of the Hadassah 
supported Youth Aliyah centers. Bless you all, Hadassah gets the 
highest marks,for the best job done in Israel. 


HERE ARE SOME of the things that impressed me most: 
Whether in a ma’abara transient camp, a workshop or in a visitors’ 
dub, you feel that the worker is more than just an employee. Ha- 
dassah’s staffs here, executives and unskilled, professionals and vol- 
unteers feel and demonstrate a purposefulness in their work that 
partakes deeply of the fast-passing spirit of halutziut that was once 
this nation’s greatest resource. 

I asked one member of the staff of an agency of Hadassah to 
please show me around “her” institution. I explained that I wanted 
to ask detailed questions since I would write and lecture in the 
States. Fine, responded the lady. Come Wednesday, she said. I did 
and only after three hours did I learn that it was on her time off 
that we visited. 


I WENT to a cheery ward of the Tuberculosis Hospital in Jeru- 
salem. Seeing the staff member with me, a Beduin patient called 
out lovingly to her in Hebrew, quickly but thoroughly washed her 
hands, and then shook hands with us. She was responding excel- 
lently to treatment for T. B.; she 
was learnng sanitation. She was 
studying Hebrew. She, a wander- 
ing Beduin from the desert sands 
of Negev, referred by the Ha- 
dassah hospital in Beersheba, 
wsa being emancipated from the 
yell. This somewhat aboriginal 
tattooed woman from the wilder- 
ness was getting back life, and a 
new life at that, because devoted 
Hadassah workers, magnificently 
supported by chapters in the 
States are aware of _§indi- 
vidual differences and necds. Ha- 
dassah serves the whole person 
not just the illness. And this 
Beduin woman was doing her 
part by teaching her native em- 
broidery to the other patients. 


THERE IS MORE, much more, 
that I could say of devotion and 
skill. But to sample one of my 
impressions. Good management— 
at a time when many agencies, 
governmental and private, are 
using the bricks and sticks that | 
could make new homes for offices | 
already housed, Hadassah has | 
done miracles of space engineer- 
ing. It has made clean and effici- 
ent quarters for hospital purpos- | 
es out of old buildings, including 
missions whose purpose was to 
convert our people away from 
the ancestral faith, prisons, pri- 
vate mansions turning to ruins, 
and even an ex--harem building. | 
In its new construction program | 
ithas skipped the gingerbread in 
favor of economy and utility— 
all this with a fine eye for good 
taste and decoration that have 
a healing power of their own. 


tele respects the ladies overseas, 
and knows them as sisters. Uncle 
Sam may be Uncle Sucker to 
some of the unenlightene. of 
Europe and Asia, but Sister Ha- 
dassah is nobody’s fool in Israel. 


AND THERE IS one last point 
' that seems very important to me. 
Hadassah knows how to give up 
responsibility and authority. So 
many organizations carry on ac- 
tivities that are obsolete or bet- 
ter done by others, or continually 
expand for the sake of bigness 
and power. Hadassah knows how 
to withdraw services as well as 
extend them. With the develop- 
ment of the State, Hadassah has 
turned over many functions to 
the Government. This is done in 
such a way aS to make a smooth 
transition in terms of plant, per- 
sonnel and budget. Like any 
wise parent Hadassah gives re- 
sponsibility as it can be safely 
assumed. 

By setting the highest stand- 
ars, Hadassah contributes not 
only its many functions but gives 
a challenge to the new culture. 
It is the challenge of new knowl- 
edge, of the best of western civi- 
lization, to the old-new people of 
the east.

SPECTOR (also spelled Spek- 
tor) is an interesting family 
name. It is a Yiddish synonym 
of the English “inspector” and 
indicates a “Hebrew teacher.” 
About 150 years ago, Russian 
and Polish Jews were barred 
from residing in a_ series of 
large cities. Exceptions were 
made in favor of wealthy and in- 
fluential Jews and their kin. The 
government often allowed a He- 
brew teacher as a member of the 
household. These Hebrew teach- 
ers would often register with 
the police with the title of “Spec- 
tor,” a_ glorification of their 
humble status. Such teachers or 
their descendants took their name 
from this title. A real inspector 
was usually the principal or su- 
pervisor of a government school. 
The family name was made fa- 
mous by many distinguished 
bearers, among them the famous, 
Rabbi Isaac Elhanan Spektor, 
the author Mordecai Spector, and!

WOMEN’S VIEWPOINT 


THERE IS NO JEWISH LAW 
BARRING CONSCRIPTION OF WOMEN

E pronouncements from Israel by those who are finding fault 
with the Government’s attempt to draft women for military 
or even non-military service have so far been 
confined to such vague statments as that it is 
/counter to Jewish law. They would leave us 
| with the impression that a specific and vital 
divine commandment would be broken. 
There is no such law. There is a com- 
mandment (two, rather, numbers 39 and 40 
negative) which states that women shall not 
wear the apparel or ornaments of men, nor 
men of women (because, we are told, that 
was the custom of idolators). From this 
commandment was derived, in the rulings ; 
found in the Talmud, the rule that women may not carry weapons. 
We can think of a great many other occupations which, by the 
Same method of deduction, could be closed to women, including 
being a judge or a member of Knesset. 


THIS DOES NOT MEAN that I am in favor of women fighting. 
I am aware, as is Dr. Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin, who was criticized 
for her stand, that women are not and never have been constituted 
to find themselves at home among the horrors of battle. But now- 
adays bombs fall on young and old, male and female alike. And we 
know that Israel needed the help of every one of the women who 
shouldered a gun during its fight for independence. 

If the Government feels that women are still needed—if in 
non-military work for those unwilling actually to bear arms—who 
can quarrel with that decision?

O matter what your views are on Zionism, 

you can hardly disapprove of the religious 
schools being set up by the American Council for 
Judaism. 

For some time, the most cogent criticism of 
this anti-Zionist body was the fact that its title 
was a misnomer. Although it adopted the title 
“Council for Judaism,” it took no part whatsoever 
in the work in the field of Judaism, 

Now that has been corrected. 

There will be many who will feel that the chil- 
dren are being misguided in the de-emphasis on 
Israel which will be the distinguishing mark of 
the instruction in the Council schools,

HE prediction made by Rabbi Simon Noveck 
that in fifty years “one to two million” 
American Jews would assimilate, cannot be chal- 
lenged successfully on the basis of the present 
state of the Jewish group and of Judaism in the 
United States. 
But less than ten years ago, rabbis and lay 
leaders were making public estimates as low as 
200,000 Jews remaining in the U. S. in twenty-five 
years. The inroads of assimilation and the head- 
long flight away from things Jewish at that time 
led men of deep insight and calm judgement to 
make such assertions. 


RABBI NOVECK, ACCORDING TO THE arti- 
cle in last week’s Post, noted signs of a reviving 
interest of Jews in Jewish ritual, but obviously 
he did not consider these so significant that they 
meant that not only would the Jewish group not 
be seriously affected by assimilation, but even per- 
haps grow both in number and in Jewish convic- 
tion. 

Yet a good case could be made for just such 
development. Most certainly the pendulum has 
swung backward from the day when a Jew was

Considering the volume of block business, one might wonder | 
what would happen if all restrictions were lifted and the illegal 
supplies were marketed openly. Apples at a dollar a pound, unra- | 
tioned, may be one index. It is impossible to condemn those who! 
engage in black market practices, because the motivation can not be | 
lightly dismissed. 

Yet there is no denying that the present system has contributed | 
to.a moral deterioration and to a 
general disrespect for law and 
authority, similar to that caused 
in the United States by the exist- 
ence of the unenforceable and 
impractical Prohibition laws.

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Silver Did Great Service by Clearing Ike of Ani-Semitism Charges

E lines, typed shortly after Silver’s political 
| statement, are not likely to see print until after 
the presidential elections, when, it is hoped, the political 
passions will cool down a bit. 

My purpose is to note that Silver did a great service 
to Zionism, to American Jews and to America by issu- 
ing a statement clearing Eisenhower of any taint of 
anti-Jewish bias. It will do no- 
pody any good if one of the two 
major American parties is la- 
peled anti-Semitic and the other 
as pro-Semitic. 

Although Truman did not ex- 
pressly name Eisenhower as anti- 
Semitic. the implications of his 
words came pretty close to it, at 
Jeast in the mind of the public 
which did not usually bother to 
examine the text closely. The 
fact that Silver’s demarche com- 
pelled Truman to clarify his words is 
achievement. 


ONE OF SILVER’S MAJOR achievements during the 
years of his leadership is that he broke the habit of 
the Zionists and of the Jewish public in general to 
look only to one party for any friendly act or gesture 
and to give up the other for lost. It is true that now 
and then Silver himself did not consistently maintain 
this bi-partisan approach, and went off the deep end 
in favor of the Republicans. This was especially the

case with his telegram to Dewey during the elections 
of 1948. It may even reasonably be argued that in his 
recent act, the words used against Truman were too 
strong. But these are minor faults. 


This does not mean that Jews ought to vote for Eis- 
enhower if they think Stevenson is the better man, and 
I think most Jews do prefer Stevenson. But it does 
mean that no vote should be cast one way or the other 
on the basis of the notion that one of the two candidates 
is anti-Semitic. Assuming that Eisenhower did surrend- 
er to Taft—and I don’t think that, if elected, he’d stay 
surrendered for four years—Taft is far from being anti- 
Semitic himself. He is one of the staunchest friends of 
Zionism. 

But, as I said, these lines will not influence the elec- 
tions.

N Tel Aviv, Rabbi Irving Miller was interviewed by 
I Dana Adams Schmidt of The New York Times, 
and the result is a dispatch which falls short of the ac- 
curacy and reliability we are accustomed to look to from 
Schmidt. Whether it was Schmidt’s fault or Miller’s 
fault, the reader got the impression that Ben-Gurion 
is running the affairs of American Zionism from Jerus- 
alem; that B. G. wanted a federation of all Zionists, 
but Miller convinced him an expansion of the functions 
of the Zionist Council would do. 

The facts are that in the World Zionist Organization, 
Ben-Gurion occupies a position lower in rank than 
Berl Locker, Nahun Goldmann, Hayim Greenberg, Rose 
Halprin, Eliyahu Dobkin, Zvi Herman or Joseph 
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Schechtman. He is not a member of the Executive, pui 
only of the Actions Committee or General Council—like 
Abraham Redelheim or Pinhas Cruso. He exerts a cer- 
tain moral influence because of his position as Prime 
Minister and as a strong personality; but he does not al- 
ways get his way, certainly not very easily. 


For years he has vainly been trying to get his own 
Labor Zionists in America to merge with the Farband 
and the Pioneer Women, and, believe it or not, the Pi- 
oneer Women have refused to be guided by Ben-Guri 
on’s views. : 

His attempts to induce the other parties to federate 
have not even reached the stage of serious discussion. 


THE ALTERNATE PROPOSAL— to expand the ac 
tivities of the American Zionist Council—were worked 
out by the leaders of the Council together with the 
American heads of the Jewish Agency. Before Miller 
went to Israel, Ben-Gurion must have known that his 
project is unacceptable to American Zionists. Miller 
may be the first man to whom Ben-Gurion expressed 
his acceptance of the inevitable.
